Bulgars Seem to Have Suffered 


Big Defeat. 


London, July 9.—From Sofia comes 
a dispatch confirming the report that 
Bulgarians were compelled to evacu­ 
ate Kochonana and Ishtib after a des­ 
perate battle in which the joint losses 
of the Bulgarians and Servians were 
at least 30,000 in killed and wounded. 
Taking into consideration the fact that 
this dispatch was sent from Sofia, it. 
looks as if the Bulgarians had suffered 
a big defeat. 
Fighting continues at 
various places along the Servian fron­ 
tier, but reports are fewer than usual. 
Four engagements were reported yes­ 
terday: 
At Zajetsar, where the result 
is unknown; at Kniashnevatz. which is 
said to have been captured by the 
Bulgarians, who were afterward driven 
out by the Servians; at Pirot. a strong­ 
ly fortified place which the Bulgars are 
still attacking, ami Ishtib. which, ac­ 
cording to Belgrade statements, the 
Servians recaptured after a desperate 
fight in which they recovered the guns 
they had lost and where it is said they 
routed the Bulgarians and drove them 
headlong toward Peohevo.

that the people of Indiana were spend­ 
ing $25,000,000 annually from being 
sick and dying with preventable dis­ 
ease. and he declared that 
a tenth of 
that amount would prevent the terri­ 
ble waste of money and irreparable 
loss of life. 
The first step in city 
sanitation, he said, was to separate 
the people from their sewage, and the 
nex t was to separate the health de 
partment from politics. 
The outdoor 
closet was a relic of barbarism, he as 
sorted, and each should bear a sign. 
“ I Bring Disease and Early Death to 
the People,” 
Pure milk, he insisted, 
was a necessity, and he declared that 
not one citv In Indiana properly in­ 
spected its milk supplies, 
“Proper 
city sanitation will banish infectious 
disease from anv Indiana city,” he 
said. 
“City hygiene will do more to 
prevent crime than any law.” 
“We arc impractical in matters per 
taining to the public health." Dr. Hur­ 
ty asserted 
“ When we remember 
that everyone accepts the old adage. 
‘An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cute,’ and then we deliber­ 
ately spend thousands for cure and 


j hardly anything for prevention. 
“ft would be well for the authorities 
of cities and towns to frequently re 
mind the people how important it is 
that they should co-operate with the 
health department for the prevention 
of disease. 
It can be demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of anyone that the pe<> 
pie of Indiana spend not less than 
$25,000,000 annually being sick and 
dying with unnecessary' maladies. 
In 
other words, the money spent in hav 


i ing coughs, colds, 
pneumonia, con 
sumption, diarrheas, typhoid fever and 
other preventable diseases is ten times 
, that paid for their prevention. 
In a 
word, 
an 
ex penditure 
of 
$2,500,000 
along the lines of rational scientific 
disease prevention would save to the 
people the remaining $22,500.000. 
“Gentlemen, the sanitation of a city 
is an economic problem as well as an 
altruistic and humanitarian one. View­ 
ed alone from the economic standpoint 
it is worth your most careful attention, 
remembering that the great science of 1 
hygiene knows how to prevent dis 
I eases from which we suffer at au ex ­ 
pense one tenth that of having them,

j And lastly, be it known that hygiene j

Let us practically apply hygiene to 
everyday life.”

too p oor to p ermit of its h « *itig eaten 
for its own sake alone a ml as a mere 
luxury 
It was only a coup le of centures ago 
th at 
th ere 
began to ap p ear a 
new 
p h ase of th e ap oth ecary's art. 
t'on- 
fecHons began to be made more or less 
ap a rt from a n y medicinal p urp ose an d 
been use p eop le like« ! th em, and e v e n tu ­ 
ally th e confectioner's business became 
q uite sep arate and distinct from t h a t 
of th e ap oth ecary.

p ut was v ery small, and, com p arativ e­ 
ly sp eaking, sw eetm eats of all sorts 
were exp ensiv e and freq uently u n a t ­ 
tractiv e. 
All th is h as been ch anged, and n ow ­ 
adays th e most h np rov ed mach inery 
and imp lements combine to p roduce 
Hie most delicate anil attractiv e sweets. 
Muscles h av e been sup erseded by e n ­ 
gines. p estles and mortars and rolling 
p ins, and scissors h av e giv en p lace to 
rev olv ing p ans and steam p ans, and 
nmch aiiism for beating and kneading 
and mixing, for cutting and slicing and 
grinding, for rolling and grating and 
stamp ing, for crush ing ice and freezing 
cream and oth er p rocesses. 
Wh ile many of th e best am! most 
exp ensiv e candies are still v ery largely 
made by h and p rocesses, by far th e 
greater mass of sw eetm eats is p roduc­ 
ed by m ach inery.—Harp er's Weekly.
